Support for the In ion lien in Kentucky. 

We republish the following article from 
the Cincinnati Commercial of the 3d inst.: 

The spirits of the unconditional Union 
men of Kentucky have been depressed re- 
centlv by the reverses Which have been suf- 
fered bv the arms of the Union in Virginia 
and Missouri, the tremendous military pow- 
er displayed by the rebels, and the apparent 
apathy of the people of the Northwest. We 
know that very discouraging inferences have 
been drawn by loyal men in Kentucky from 
the fact as published recently, that I >hio has 
now but eighteen thousand men in the field. 
Men of Kentucky, as true to the Union as 
we are, and who are ready to fight for the 
Union, see overhanging them on the Ten- 
nessee border four military encampments, 
said to contain fifteen or twenty thousand 
men, ready to enter Kentucky at a wink 
from Magoffin. Breckinridge, or their mas- 
ter, Tom Monroe, to conquer the State. 
Therefore there is no wonder that the loval 
Kentuckians look with anxious interest to 
sec where their support is to come from in 
case they are assailed and attempted to be 
subjugated by the secession swarms from 
Tennessee In a mutter so vitnl.it would 
be utterly unjustifiable to attempt the slight- 
est deception. We will, therefore, endeavor 
to state with the utmost candor what our 
friends over the river may rely upon. They 
must remember, that, at this moment, the 
three months' men are all disbanded, and 
those who are in the field are for three years 
or the war, and there are now twenty-nine 
regiments forming in this State, many of 
them with ranks nearly or quite lull. Sev- 
eral regiments enn be ready 
marching orders in three days, 
ments will be concentrated, thi 
Camps Deunisoti and Chase. 

We are stating the case very mildly when 
we say that Ohio could send ten regiments, 
within ten days, to support the Union men 
of Kentucky against invaders from Tennes- 
see. Indiana has uow about thirteen thous- 
and men in camp. She could send theni all 
to Louisville in three days. The military 
preparations of Illinois are enormous. Troops 
in that Slate are counted by brigades. At 
least ten Illinois regiments could be advanced 
from Illinois into Kentucky in as many days 
The States of Minnesota, Wisconsin, and 
Michigan have sent troops to the Potomac. 
Each of these Slates have several regiments 
now forming and just about ready. In a 
case of a great emergency, such as the 
invasion of Kentucky by secessionists, these 
regiments could be hurried to meet the 
invaders. We do not hesitate to assert 
it as our opinion, that in ten days after a 
call for help from t lie I'nion men of Ken- 
tucky, thirty thousand Northwestern men 
would cross the Ohio river to their relief, and 
that in a fortnight fifty thousand would go 
forward. The announcement that the seces- 
sionists had invaded Kentucky would electri- 
fy the Northwest, and there would be such a 
rush to arms as has been unheard of. The 
number of cannon, rilled andsmooth bores, 
and of rifled muskets. Enfield rides, and good 
new percussion smooth bore muskets ami the 
quantity of ammunition now on hand iu the 
West is suprisingly great; and every gun 
and cartridge would be at the service of the 
Union men of Kentucky. Throughout the 
Northwest the people have looked with ad- 
miration upon the Union men of Kentucky, 
seeing in their wisdom, their moral courage, 
their undaunted front toward the enemies of 
the Union, their repeated and splendid vic- 
tories at the ballot-box for the Union, bright 
signs of restored nationality and the revival 
of the full-orbed glory of the Republic. 

If nothing else would awaken the whole 
people of the Northwest to unparalleled ef- 
forts — if nothing else would cause them to 
put forth their whole strength — the news 
that the loyal citizens of Kentucky were 
about to be overrun by a horde of secession 
desperadoes, because they w ere the friends of 
the Union, and of the flag with its full field 
of stars and all its radiant stripes, would 
raise legions of armed men. Let the Union 
men of Kentucky be of good cheer about 
their backing. They will, if. the trial by 
battle comes, be instantly and amply sup- 
ported, so that the war will not last long in 
Kentucky, but will be crushed back into 
Tennessee. 

There is but one way to preserve peace in 
Kentucky, and that is for the Union men to 
pursue steadfastly their sound policy of peace 
and be ready to stand by their convictions 
of right — ready for an appeal to arms. 
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AX ACT to create a Metropolitan' Police District 
of the District ol Columbia, and to establish a 
police therefor. 

He it enacted by the Senate and Howie of Repre- 
ncntatiren of the i'nited Stulcn of Americu irt C'on- 
yrce* ataemblcd, That tho Corporations of Wash- 
ington and Georgetown, and the county ol" Wash- 
ington, outside of the limits of said corporations, 
arc hereby constituted, for the purpose of this act, 
into one district to be called "The Metropolitan 
Police District of the District of Columbia." 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That imme- 
diately upon the passage of this act, and thereaf- 
ter from tiino to time, as required by this act, 
there shall be appointed by tho President of tho 
United States, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, five Commissioners of Police, who 
shall be tile chief officers of the said "Metropoli- 
tan Police District," and who shall severally pos- 
sess and perform therein the powers and duties 
authorized and enjoined by this act. The said 
commissioners, together with the mayors of the 
cities of Washington and Georgetown, ex officio, 
shall form tho board of police for the said dis- 
trict, nnd a majority of them shall constitute a 
quorum of such board for the transact isn of busi- 
ness. 

See, 3. And be it further enacted. That three of 
said commissioners shall be appointed from the 
city of Washington, one from Georgetown, and' 
one from the county of Washington at large, for 
the term of three years, nnd until their successors 
uro appointed and qualified, unless sooner remov- 
ed by the President. The said BVUOBUtAeUell 
shall meet at sitoh time and place ns may be des- 
ignated by the President of tho I'nited State.-; 
and after being duly qualified by taking and sub- 
scribing an oath or affirmation before some per- 
son duly authorized to administer oaths in said 
District, to support the Constitution of the t in- 
ted States, and faithfully to discharge the duties 
of his office, shall proceed to discharge such duties 
as prescribed by tins act. 

Sec. 4. And be il further • wictrtl, That the offi- 
cers of the board of police shall bo a president 
and a treasurer, who shall each be selected (rom 
among said commissioners by themselves, who 
shall discharge such duties as the bonrd may pre- 
scribe. The treasurer shall give a bond, with 
two sureties, to the satisfaction of said board, in 
the penal sum of ton thousand dollars, for the 
faithful discharge of the duties of his office. The 
board may also appoint a clerk, to hold his office 
during the pleasure of the board, and to receive a 
compensation to be fixed by the board, not to ex- 
ceed the rate of one thousand dollars per annum, 
und who shall perforin such duties as may bo re- 
quired by said bonrd of police. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted. That it shall 
be tho duty ot the board of police hereby con- 
stituted, at all times of the day and night, within 
the boundaries of the said police district, to pre- 
serve the public peace; to prevent crime, and ar- 
rest offenders ; to protect the rights of persons 
and property; to guard the public health ; to pre- 
serve order at every public election; to remove 
nuisances existing in the public streets, roads, al- 
leys, highways, and other places; to provide a 
proper police forco at every fire, in order that 
thereby the firemen and property may bo pro- 
tected ; to protect strangers and travellers at 
steamboat and shiplandings and railway slations; 
to see that all laws relating to tho observance of 
Sunday, and regarding pawnbrokers, mock amo- 
tions, elections, gambling, intemperance, lotte- 
ry dealers, vagrants, disorderly persons, and the 
public health, are promptly enforeed, and to en- 
iwrw nnd obey nil Ian s and ordinance of the city 
councils of the cities of Washington and George- 
town which arc properly applicable to jinlicc or 
health, and not inconsistant with the provisions 
of this act. 

See. li. And be it further enact'd, That the du- 
ties of the board of police shall be more especial- 
ly executed under the direction and control of 
said board, and according to rules and regulations 
which it is hereby authorized) to pass from time to 
time, for the proper government und discipline of 
its subordidate officers, by a police force for the 
whole of said police district, and authorized to do 
duty in nuy pari thereof, without regard to resi- 
dence or coqioration lines. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted. That the said 
police foi co shall consist of a superintendent of 
police, ten sergeants of police, and such number of 
police patrolmen as the board may deem necessary, 
not exceeding, for the regular service, one hun- 
dred and fifty. The said offices hereby created 
fur the said police force shall bo severally filled by 
appointment from the board of police: and each 
person so appointed shall hold office only daring 
such time as he shall faithfully observe and exe- 
cute all the rules and regulations of the -aid 
board, the laws of the I'nited States, ami the laws 
or ordinances existing within the district, enact- 
ed by the city or county authorities within the 
same, and which laws or ordinances apply to such 
part of the district where tho members oi' the po- 
lice force may be on duty. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted. That the qual- 
ifications, enumeration, and distribution of du- 
ties, mode of trial, and removal from office, of 
each officer of said police force, shall be particu- 
larly defined and prescaihed by rules and regula- 
tions of the board of police, iu accordance with 
the Constitution and laws of the I'nited States ap- 
plicable thereto: Vrorided, hoicerer, That no per- 
son shall be so appointed to office, or hold .office 
in the police force aforesaid, who cannot read and 
write the English language, or who is not aciti- 
xen of the United Stales or who shall ever have 
been indicted and convicted of crime: And provi- 
ded. That no person shall bo removed therefrom 
except upon written charges preferred against 
him to the board of police, and after an opportu- 
nity shall have been afforded him uf being heard 
in his defense. 

Soc. 9. And be it further enacted, That the 
members of the said polioo force shall possess, in 
every part of the Districtof Columbia, all the com- 
mon law and statutory powers of constables, except 
for the service of civil process; and any warrant 
for search or arrest, issued by any magistrate of 
said District of Columbia, may be executed in 
in any part of said district by any member of said 
police force, without any backing or endorsement 
of tho said warrant, and according tu the terms 
thereof; and all the provisions of law in relation 
to the giving and taking of bail in said district 
shall apply to this act. The superintendent of 
police and the sergeants of police, having just 
cause to suspect thut any felony has been, or is 
being, or is about to be, committed within any 
building, or on board of any ship, boat, or ves- 
sel within the said district, may enter upon the 
same at all hours of the day or night, to take all 
necessary measures for the effectual prevention or 
detection of all felonies, and may take then and 
there into custody all persons suspected of be- 
ing concerned in such felonies, nnd also may 
take charge of all property which he or they shall 
havo then and there just causo to suspect has 
been stolen. 

Sec. 10. .Inn! be it further enacted, That the 
board of police may divide tho said disirict into 
precincts, not exceeding ten. and may assign one 
sergeant of police to each of said precincts. TrVe 
board may, from time to time, establish a station 
or sub-station in each precinct for the accommo- 
dation of the police forco on duty therein. It 
may. from time to time, detail and change, with- 
out regard to or limitation of residence, tho ser- 
geants or patrolmen to such parts of tho district, 
or to such of the police or criminal courts, and to 
the public offices of the Government of the Uni- 
ted States, or of tho cities of Washington and 
Georgetown, as it may deem advisable. It shall 
promulgate all regulations and orders through 
the superintendent of police, who shall take the 
place of the Mayor of the city of Washington or 
Georgetown, as being the head of the police de- 
partments or force in tho said cities, but always 
•ubject to the orders and regulations of tho board 
of police; and it shall be the duty of the police 
force to respect and obey the said superintendent 
of police, as the head and chief of tho same, sub- 
ject to tho rules and regulations and general or- 
ders of the board ol police. 

See. 11. And be it further enacted. That the 
board of police, whenever it shall see fit, shall, on 
the application of any person or persons, showing 



the necessity thereof, appoint and swear ony ad- 
ditional number of patrolmen to duty al any plaoc 
within the said district, at the charge and expense 
of the person or persons by whom the application 
shall be made, (but not to exceed the yearly sum 
provided for patrolmen of the force provided by 
this act as the general police force,) and the pa- 
trolmen so appointed shall be subject to the orders 
of the board of police, aud shall obey the rules 
and regulations of the board, and conform to its 
general discipline, and to such other special regu- 
lations ns may be made, and shall wear such dress 
or emblem as the board may direct, and shall, 
during the term of their holding appointment, 
possess all the powers, privileges, aud duties of 
the patrol force heretofore prescribed. The per- 
sons eft employed may bo romoved at any time 
by the board of police, without assigning cause 
thereof, upon ono month's notice of the inten- 
tion so to do, given to the person or persons 
who applied for the appointment aforesaid. 

Sec. 12. .4nJ be it further enuctexl, That the 
board of police may also, upon any emergency of 
riot, pestilence, invasion, insurrection, or during 
any day of public election, ceremony, or celebra- 
tion, appoint as many special patrolmen, without 
pay. from among the citizens as it may deem ad- 
visable, and for a specified time, and during the 
term of service of such special patrolmen, he shall 
possess nil tho powers und privileges, and per- 
form all the duties of the patrolmen of the stand- 
ing police force of the District. And such special 
patrol shall wear an emblem, to be presented by 
the police commissioners. 

Sec. 13. And be it further enacted. That no 
member nf the police force, under penalty of for- 
feiting the pay which may be due to him, shall 
withdraw or resign from the police forco unless he 
-hall liaye given one month's notice thereof, in 
writing, to the superintendent of police; and no 
person who shall over have been removed from 
the police force established by this act, for cause, 
shall be reappointed by tho board of police to any 
office iu the said police forco. 

Sec. 14. Aud be it further enacted, That all sto- 
len pioperty taken by tho members of tho police 
force shall be kept in a place and by a person to 
be designated by the board of police. Every such 
article of property shall he entered in a book 
kept for tho purpose, together with the name of 
the owner, if ascertained, and the name of the 
place where found, and of the person from whom 
taken, with the general circumstances, and the 
dale of its receipt, and the name of the officer re- 
covering the same. Tho board of police shall 
iil-o cause lo be kept general complaint books, in 
which shall be entered every complaint preferred 
upon personal knowledge of the circumstances 
theroof, with the name und rcsidenco ofthc com- 
plainant. It shall also cause to be kept books of 
registry of lost, tnfssing, or stolen property for 
the general convenience of the public, and of the 
police of the district. It shall also causo to be 
kept books of records of the police, wherein shall 
be entorod the name of every member of tho po- 
lice force, with his time and place of nativity, aud 
the time when he became a citizen ; if ho was 
born out of the United States ; his age : his for- 
mer occupation ; number and residence of family; 
the date of appointment or dismissal from office, 
with the cause of the latter. And in every such 
record sufficient space shall be left against all 
such entries, wherein to make record of tho num- 
ber of arrests made by sucti memli^r of the police 
force, or of any special services deemed meritori- 
ous by tho commissioner. It shall also cause to 
be kept in proper books the accounts of the trea- 
surer of the board, and number of the several 
meetings thereof, and all receipts of moneys, or 
warrants, or checks for moneys, ^hall be written 
in books kept for the purpose, und the said re- 
ceipts signed by the person or persons in every 
case receiving money, warrants, or checks from 
the treasurer. All such books shall be, at all bu- 
siness hours, and when not in actual use, open to 
public inspection. Tho board of police shall also 
cause to be kept and bound all police returns and 
reports of the district. 

Sec. lj. And be it further tnuctcd. That it shall 
bo the duty of the common councils of the cities 
of Washington aud Georgetown to provide, at the 
expense ot said cities, respectively, all necossary 
accommodations, within their respective limits, 
far the {station nouses required by the board of 
police for the accommodation of tho police force, 
for the lodging of vagrants and disorderly per- 
sons, and for the temporary detention of persons 
arrested forofienees, und the sumesuitably to warm 
and light. In case tho said common councils, or 
either of them, neglect or refuse to do so, aftor 
having been thereto requested by the board of po- 
lice, then the said board may make their own pro- 
visions in the premises, and the same, when made, 
shall become a propor charge and debt for tho ex- 
penses and disbursements thereof against the said 
city or cities whose common councils have so neg- 
lucted or refused to make provision as aforesaid. 

Sec. 16. And be it further enacted. That in eve- 
ry case of arrest, the same shall be made known 
witiiiu six hours thereafter to the sergeant of po- 
lice on duty in the precinct in which the arrest is 
made by the person making the same; and it 
shall be the duty si the said sergeant of police, 
within twelve hours after such notice, to make 
written return thereof, according to the rules and 
regulations of the board of police, together with 
the name of the party arrested, tho offence, the 
place of arrest, and. the place of detention. Tho 
board of police shall provide suitable accommoda 
tions within said district for the detention of wit 
nosses who are unable to furnish security for their 
appearance in criminal proceedings, aud such ac 
commodations shall be in premises other than 
those employed for the confinement of those 
charged with crime, fraud, or disorderly conduct 
and ii shall be the duty of all magistrates, in com- 
mitting witnesses, to have regard to the rules 
and regulations of the board of police in reference 
to their detention. % 

Sec. 17. And be it further en-tcted, That all tele- 
graphic apparatus, public police property, books, 
records, and accoutrements, now in the possession 
of the police departments of the cities of Wash- 
ington and Georgetown, are hereby given for the 
use of the board of police herein authorized ; but 
the ownership of the same, and tho use thereof 
as aforesaid, shall be according to tho laws or or- 
dinances which the city councils of said cities, res- 
pectively, in which said property is situated, have 
enacted or may hereafter enact. 

See. 18. And be it further enacted, That the ne- 
cessary expeuses incurred in the execution of 
criminal processes within the said district shall be 
chargcnblo to the United States, as under existing 
laws. 

Sec. 19. And be it further enacted, That the 
Board of Health, or proper health officer of the 
city of Washington or of Georgetown, shall have 
power to call upon any of the police force of the 
District, to a number not exceeding six, to aid 
him. upon any necessary emergency, in enforc- 
ing the powers and dntics conferred upon their 
office by law ; nnd it shall bo the duty of any 
such number of police so called upon to obey htm; 
but such service shall not continue longer than 
twenty-four hours. The board of police shall, at 
all times, cause the ordinances and laws of the 
cities of Washington and Georgetown to bo pro- 
perly enforced ; and it shall be the duty of said 
board, at all times, when consistent with the rules 
and regulations of the board, and with tho re- 
quirements of this act, to furnish all information 
desired, and comply with all requests made by 
the city councils of said cities, or by the mayors 
thereof. 

Sec. 20. .W be it further enacted, That the 
board of police is hereby invested with all the 
powers now conferred by law upon the mayors of 
Washington or of tlcorgctown, in respect to or- 
dering military assistance in aid of tho civil au- 
thorities to quell riots, suppress insurrection, pro- 
tect the property, and preserve tho public tran- 
quility. The hoard of police shall have power 
to issue subpoenas, attested in the name -of its 
president, to compel before it tho attendance of 
witnesses upon any proceeding authorized by its 
rules and regulations. Each commissioner of po- 
lice, the superintendent of police, nnd tho clerk 
of the board of police, are hereby given power to 
administer, take, receive, and subscribe all affir- 
mations and oaths to any witnesses summoned 
and appearing in any matter or proceeding au- 
thorized, as aforesaid, aud to any depositions ne- 
cessary by the rules nnd regulations of the board 
of police. Any wilful and corrupt false swearing 
by any witness or person makiug deposition be- 
fore any of the officers last mentioned, to any ma- 
terial fact in any necessary proceeding under the 
said rules and regulations, shall bo deemed perju- 
ry, and punished in the manner now prescribed 
by law for such offence. 

Sec. 21. And be it further enacted, That it 
shall bo a misdemeanor, punishable by imprison- 
ment in the county jail or penitentiary not ex- 
ceeding two years, or by a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, for any person, without justifia- 



ble or excusable cause, to use personal violence 
upon any elector in said district, or upon any 
member of tho police force thereof when in the 
discharge of his duty, or for any such member to 
noglect making any arrest for any offence against 
the laws of the United States committed in his 
presence, or for any person, not a member of the 
police force, to falsely represent himself as being 
buch member, with a fraudulent design. 

Sec. 22. .4urf be it further enacted. That the 
treasurer of the board of police shall receive a 
stated salary of six hundred dollars per annum, 
and each commissioner shall receive an allowance 
of five dollars for each day of actual attendance 
upon the meetings or business of the board, not 
to exceed, however, to each commissioner (the 
treasurer excepted) two hundred and fifty dollars 
per annum : and no other compensation shall be 
paid or allowed to the members of tho board. The 
superintendent of police shall receive a salary of 
fifteen hundred dollars per annum, each sergeant 
of police six hundred dollars per annum, and each 
police patrolman forty dollars per month, as com- 
pensation for their services, respectively. 

Sec. 23. And be it further enacted, That from 
aud after the first meeting of the board of police, 
under the provisions of this act, it shall possess 
all the power and authority heretofore conferred 
by law upon the auxiliary guard of the city of 
Washington, established by an act entitled "An 
act to establish an auxiliary watch for the protec- 
tion of public and private property in the city of 
Washington," approved August twenty-three, 
eighteen hundred and forty-two, and all acts in 
amendment thereto, and said auxiliary guard or 
watch is hereby abolished ; and said board of po 
lice shall also possess all the power and auihority 
herotol'oro conferred by law upon the mayor or 
any other officer or officers of the cities of Wash- 
ington aud Georgetown respectively, as tho heads 
tbcreiu of the respective police departments or or- 
ganizations of those cities, which power or au- 
thority shall relate to of in any way be connected 
with the police government or police discipline 
within either of said cities; and from and after 
the said first meeting and duo organization of said 
board of police, the duty and authority and power 
of each and ail of the aforementioned officers in 
ro ta tio n to the police government, appointment, 
and discipline shall wholly cease and vest as afore 
said in the said board of police constituted by 
this act, eicept that the mayors of Washington 
and Georgetown shall be, with the commission 
ers, members ex-otficio of the board of police, and 
entitled to one vote each at every session thereof 
when present at its meetings. 

Sec. 24. Awl be it further tnaeted, That the su 
perintendent of police shall uiako to the board of 
police quarterly reports in writing of tho state of 
tho police district, with such statistics and sug 
gestions us he may deem advisable for the im- 
provement of the police government and disci- 
pline of said district ; and the board of police 
shall annually, on or before the first Monday iu 
November, report in writing tho condition of the 
police within said district to the Secretary of the 
Interior. 

Sec. 25. Andbe it further enacted, That no mem- 
ber of the board of police, or of the police force, 
shall receive or share in, for his own benefit, un 
der any pretence whatever, any present, fee, or 
emolument, for police services, other than the re- 
gular salary and pay provided by this act, except 
by consent of the board of police. 

Sec. 20. Ami be it further enacted. That all re 
wards, fees, proceeds of gifts, and emoluments 
that may bo allowed by the board of police, to be 
paid and given for extraordinary services of any 
member of the police force, and all moneys aris- 
ing from the sale of unclaimed goods, shall con- 
stitute the " policeman's fund," of which the 
board of polioo shall be the trustee, und may in 
vest as they shall see fit. And whenever any 
member of the police force, in the actual discbarge 
of his duty, shall become bodily disabled, his ne- 
cessary expenses, on the certificate of a competent 
surgeon, stating the manner, cause, and condi- 
tion of the injury. and approved by the board of po- 
lice, during tho time of bis disabling, as aforesaid, 
continues, may become a charge upon the said 
fund, flut the board of police may discoutinue 
said allowance for any satisfactory reason. 

Sec. 27. And be it further enacted. That the 
board of police shall require and make suitable 
provisions respecting security to be entered into 
by the superintendent of police, aud hy the ser- 
geants of poliee, and for tho taking by members 
of the police force of an oath of office, and the 
registry of the same, which oath of office may be 
taken before any commissioner of the police, who 
is hereby empowered to administer the same. 

Sec. 28. And be it further enacted, That there 
be and is herebly appropriated, out of any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for 
the purpose of carrying this act into effect, includ- 
ing the payment of salaries, and all other neces 
sary charges and expenses of the " Metropolitan 
Police," for tho year ending June thirty, eigh- 
teen hundred and sixty-two, in addition to the 
balance of the appropriation made by the act ap- 
proved I'ebruary twenty, eighteen hundred and 
sixty, " for the compensation of the auxiliary 
guard, and One Lieutenant, and for fuel, oil, and 
lamps, und for twenty policemen," which balance 
is hereby directed to be applied to the purposes 
of this act. the sum of sixty thousand dollars. 

See. 29. ^tat/ be it further enacted, That all 
statutes, parts of stattitos, and provisions of law 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, are 
hereby repealed.

[From Col. Forney's Correspondence with his 
paper.] 

Washington Sept. lUli, 1801. 
I am neither n prophet nor the son of 
prophet, but I think we are on theroad to an 
honorable and lasting peace. It will be 
conquered peace — a peace won at the can 
non's mouth, sealed with the blood 
traitors, and established on the basis of th 
old Constitution, to last, let us hope, throug 
enduring generations. There is one subject 
upon which loyal men may freely write, and 
that is the approaching overthrow of the 
Southern despotism, and, by consequence, 
the proclamation of enduring peace. It is 
true we must reach the end through war and 
carnage and death. But we will reach it. 
When Gen. McClellan encounters Gen. 
Beauregard he will annihilate him, ami will 
compel a surrender that will be followed, 1 
predict, by a perpetual peace. This is bold 
language, but I am willing to stake my repu- 
tation upon it. 



General McClellan's father, though of 
medium stature and spare habit, possessed a 
frame capable of great activity and endur- 
ance.
